Annuals 

Do  you  not  feel  as  we  do  that  annuals 
contribute  an  indispensable  note  of 
friendly  satisfaction  to  a  garden? 

We  grow  for  your  selection  the  varie¬ 
ties  which  we  consider  most  perfect  for 
special  uses.  For  instance,  kinds  ideal  for 
the  cutting  garden;  for  furnishing  much 
needed  color  to  the  perennial  border 
when  it  begins  to  assume  that  “longing 
for  winter”  air,  and  dwarf  plants  to 
supply  a  prim  or  fluffy  edging  to  the 
garden  path. 

We  regard  the  selection  of  our  seed 
supplies  as  our  first  obligation.  Our  plants 
are  raised  from  the  finest  seeds  obtain¬ 
able. 

All  annuals  are  transplanted,  well 
“hardened  off”  and  sold  in  trays  con¬ 
taining  one  dozen  plants  with  a  few 
exceptions,  which  are  sold  ex-pots. 

Seasons  vary,  but  usually  the  ideal 
time  to  make  delivery  of  annuals  is  be¬ 
tween  May  20  and  May  30.  We  fill 
orders  in  rotation  as  received,  so  it  is 
well  to  order  early  to  avoid  a  quite 
possible  disappointment. 

If  annuals  are  to  be  shipped  please  add 
ten  cents  to  each  tray  to  cover  special 
packing. 

Cost  of  handling  precludes  any  altera¬ 
tion  of  the  tray  as  offered  below. 

AGERATUM  Blue  Cap:  Very  dwarf,  ideal  edg¬ 
ing  plant.
